Washington, Feb. 21.—Attention of 


all the world powers interested in the 
Mexican situation was turned today 
upon the investigation into the killing 
of William S. Benton, British ranch- 
man, by Gen. Villa at Juarez. Secre- 
tary Bryan and Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
British ambassador, were awaiting of- 
ficial reports with details and pending 
that development the situation appar- 
ently was unchanged. 


Situation Is Tense. 


Great 
Britain's usual attitude to- 


ward the treatment of her subjects in 
foreign lands surrounded the Benton 
case with more than ordinary interest. 
Intimations in El Paso that other Eng- 
lishmen friends of Benton were un- 
heard from increased the tensity of 
the situation. 


.While every disposition 
has been 
shown by the British"- embassy here 
and by, the foreign office -at London 
to be guided by whatever an official 
investigation develops, diplomatic cir- 
cles were prepared for a thorough 
inquiry into Bentoii's killing. 


Benton Threatened Violence. 
White House officials stated today 
that officials reports 
from 
General 
Villa and his friends declared William 
S. Benton, the British ranchman, was 
executed 'because 
he 
entered 
the 
camp of Villa, armed, and threatened 
the life of the 
constiutionalist com- 
mander. 
In view of this latest report there 
was a disposition at the White House 
to await a full 
investigation of tlie 
facts before expressing any opinion. 
It was also stated that Great Britain 
was holding in abeyance any repre 
sentation pending a completition of a 
report on the affair by the American 
government. Late officials dispatches 
to the state department contain Vilr 
la's version of the affair, were brought 
to the White House, but a complete 
account of the billing 
as personally 
explained to Consul Edwards is on its 
way by mail. 
' • 
Benton Insulted Villa. 
Robert .V.-.-P.eEfl.uiera, constitutional.. 
ist agent'here, made public the 'loi- 
lowing telegram from constitutional- 
ist headquarters at Juarez: 
"Benton entered Villa's apartment 
very unexpectedly, demanding 
pro- 
ectiou for his Interests and bitterly 
insulting Villa and the constitutional- 
ist army. Gen. Villa told him .he con- 
sidered him an enemy to the consti- 
tutionalist cause and that in order 
that he might not continue to work 
against it. he (Villa) 
was going to 
pay him the value of his 
property 
(Benton's) in the state 6f Chihuahua. 
"Benton became very exasperated 
at this and drew his revolver, intend- 
ing to kill the general, but the latter 
immediately knocked him down, dis- 
armed him, and sent him to jail. Ben- 
ton afterwards was tried by a special 
military tribunal, sentenced to death, 
and duly executed all in accordance 
with the laws and usages of war." 
Bryan Awaits Details. 
Announcement that 
Benton 
met 
death in Juarez after a court martial 
ordered by Villa was made today by 
Secretary Bryan, who said he had no 
further details. His information came 
in a dispatch from 
Consul Edwards 
at Juarez, who .said he had read the 
court martial proceedings which were 
forwarded by mail to Washington. 
Secretary -Bryan communicated Con- 
sul Edwards' latest 
message to Sir 
Cicil Spring-Rice, British ambassador.

British ambassador at Washington, to 
obtain from Secretary Bryan all pos- 
sible information on the affair. 


No Change In Policy. 


Although the tragedy has treated 
a sensation 
throughout the British 
Isles it has not aroused any disposi- 
tion on the part ot responsible mem- 
bers of the 
British 
government to 
change their policy 
in- regard to 
Mexico. 
There is no concealment of the fact, 
however, that murder of British sub- 
jects in Mexico, unless followed by 
yunishment of the 'murderer and the 
payment of indemnities, are likely to 
arouse 
public opinion here to the 
point where it will demand that the 
British government take a more ag- 
gressive attitude. This fact has been 
impressed upon the state department 
at Washington by Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice before any British lives had been 
lost in Mexico. 


Looks to United States. 


In. its official attitule Great Britain 
is looking to the United" States gov- 
ernment to protect British subjects 
and has no doubt that 
the 
United 
States will do its best. 
The state department at Washing- 
ton has already informed the British 
government that where there are no 
British consuls in Mexico the United 
States will look after the British in- 
terests. 
The 
British 
government has no 
communication with the Mexican con- 
stitutionalists through diplomatic or 
consular 'channels. 


Hold United States Responsible 
The members of the British govern- 
ment consider that the recognition 
of the constitutionalists 
as beliger- 
ents would be a mistake. The Even- 
ing Standard says: 
"The execution 
of Benton 
eni- 
•phasizes the fact that some kind of 
international compulsion will, soon be 
necessary to stop Mexico from, wal- 
lowing ia_. this...stylejof. correction 
and cruelty."'" 
The. Glabe, after asking 
what is 
going to happen in case investiga- 
tion proves the guilt of Villa, says: 
"The United States has not 
only 
responsibility involved in its asser- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine, but the 
responsibility of having supplied Vil- 
la .and the rebels with arms, thereby

PLAN INVESTIGATION 


OF TRUST QUESTIONS 


Federal Commission Outlines Exten 


sive Program for Economic Study 


of Monopolistic System. 


[SPECIAL TO THE' GAZETTE.] 


Washington, flTeb. 21.—Does 
the 


monoplistic system contain in itsel 
the seeds of its own decay? 


That is the question Commissione 


Joseph E. Daviesi of the bureau o 
corporations, declared, in his annua 
report made public today, a federa 
investigation now' under way hopei 
to answer. 


In a review of a working program 


for the bureau Commissioner Davies 
'points out that aside from an eco 
nomic study of the great question, re- 
tail prace maintenance is one of the 
questions to be taken up. 
Trusts 
their efficiency and reforms, however 
are to comprise the principal ,work for 
the coming year. The need of some 
federal body for the purpose of in 
vestigation 'and publicity in trust at 
fairs, whether it be the bureau ot 
corporations as now organized or a 
commission as proposed in the pend 
ing administration bills in congress 
Commissioner Davies emphasized. 
In his report he 
discussed the 
monopoly question.at length, saying in 
part: 


"The question is whethpr the trust 
form of organization is really effici 
ent. If it be found that smaller com 
petitive units in industry can produce 
commodities more cheaply, or even 
as cheaply as monopolistic units, anc 
that they have other and-greater ad 
vantages than those claimed for the 
monopolistic 
or trust system, then 
the problem is finally settled in fa 
vor 
of the competitive system, anc 
the chief 
argument for the regula- 
tion of monopoly is destroyed. 
This 


is a scientific question of fact, and 
it is the plan of the bureau, to inves- 
tigate this question. 
While from a governmental point 


of view there are. various aspects of 
the trust question which are of great 
:mportance, such as the relation^ of 
trusts 
to popular government and 
:heir effect on the' social and econom- 
ic conditions of labor, there are two 
aspects 
of it which are peculiarly 
within 
the domain 
of the bureau, 
namely, the effect-upon the cost of 
production and distribution and the 
ffect upon the price to the consumer. 
"It is contended by some that with 
:he increase in the size of industrial 
enterprises there goes a reduction in 
:he cost of extraction, manufacture, 
and distribution, and that such reduc- 
on in cost is accompanied by lower 
nrices to the consumer and does not 
nvolve a reduction "in wages or an 
mpairment 
of 
the 
conditions of 
abor. 
• 
-. 
•' 


"Even if these claims were true 
the question would still remain, of 
course, whether 
the evil 
resulting 
rom large combinations would not 
>e greater than the alleged advan- 
ages of cheaper production and dis- 
ribution._ It. jis cbnjtend.ed,..-°n .fte 
other hand, that :tne source and ori- 
rtu - of monopoly is found chiefly in 
he desire to exploit the general pub- 
ic by stock-jobbing schemes for the 
mmediate profit of the promoters, or 
or the purpose of obtaining control 
>f the market and exacting unduly 
ligh prices from the consumer.. 
"Many large 
combinations 
have 
ailed and 
demonstrated their eco' 


aomic < 
inefficiency. 
. Combinations 
which. have obtained control i of' 'the 
market and 
it is 
admitted, 
have 
'rospered. but this is alleged to be 
;ue to their monopolistic position, 
ind not to superior efficiency. 
Ac- 
ording to those who hold this view, 
here is a point beyond which the in- 
rea.se in size of operations does not 
es'ult in an increase in economy and 
fficiency, but 
rather 
in loss . and 
vaste. so that the maximum effici- 
ney is not attained by -large cpmbin- 
tions, but instead 
of concerns ' ol 
moderate size. If this latter conten- 
ion be true, then, as has been said, 
he monopolistic system contains in 
tself the seeds of its own decay. 


"Again, some of those who dispute 
he superior efficiency of large com- 
binations contend that this claim is 
merely as a blind for the purpose of 
elling watered stock. They say that 
uch organizations are established for 
he purpose either of getting control 
)f the market and exacting excessive 
orices from consumers,, or of issu- 
ng large amounts of watered stock 
or the purnose of selling such stock 
o the public. In the first case, it is 
argued such 
combinations are not 
concerned with the 
promotion 
of 
greater efficiency but merely with ob- 
ns a monopoly; in the second 
case they are chiefly concerned with 
jelling the stock, and as they cannot 
claim to the general public that it 
las a great selling argument, namely 
superior':effieciency. 
. 
. 
"Of almost equal importance with 
:he determination of^this Question of 
comparative efficiency is that of thp 
price policy of such large indusrial 
combinations as have achieved a sub- 
stantial control of the market. Those 
who allege that such industrial enter- 
prices result in greater economy and 
efficiency in production often over- 
ook the equally important question 
whether or not they absorb all the 
benefits 
of such economies in in- 
creased 
profits without conceding 
any share thereof to labor in higher 
wages, or to consumers in relatively 
ower prices or improved quality of 
Roods, etc. The determination of the 
facts in respect-to this question also 
might not be such as to establish 
jroad generalizations or conclusions, 
rat the importance 
of having 
the 
facts is none the less obvious."

On the night of Oct. 14 
they saw "Damaged Goods," then in 
its first week's run in Chicago and 
the topic of universal comment. 


As if to neutralize its terrifying 
scenes they went the next night to 
see a performance of "The Road to 
Happiness, a rural drama that epitom- 
ized domestic happiness. 
On the following morning a house 
detective hurried -to the Ellis suite 
at the Hotel Sherman, overlooking 
the city hall. He went in response to 
a frightened voice over the telephone 
and bursting open the door discovered 
Sills, half-conscious, leaning against 
a chair, with .blood gushing from a 
wound in his neck and two slashes 
across the wrists. Mrs. Ellis lay dead 
n bed, a gaping wound in her neck 
•md two bullet holes in her breast.

All 
the leading nations are now co-op- 
erating^ to bring about a mutual un- 
derstanding that wiil compel all wire- 
less operators to observe certain rules. 
For instance, It is- demanded that a 
wireless operator be, constantly 
on 


duty on all 
ocean-going passenger 


steamers and one rule' that is being 
advocated 'is- that all long 'distance 
messages shall be Interrupted at the 
end . of every quarter .of an hour so 
that the operators may listen for dis- 
tress signals. It la expected that the 
next move will be to arrange for a 
Eeneral suspension of wireless activ- 
,ty at 10 o'clock each morning in or- 
der that all ships may obtain the 
storm report sent put by the U. S. 
Government. 


The Weather Bureau's Reporting 


•'•• 
System. 


This country is far ahead of every 


oth^r one in its weather reporting 
system Just as it is now taking the 
lead in extending its forecast service 
to ocean voyagers as well as to dwel- 
lers on land. Upward of two million 
dollars a year is being expended In 
this' work and the prediction which 
nowi, goes out each day to the men 
whojgo down to the sea in ships Is for- 
mulated after, -the experts have pon- 
dered over, the reports that have come 
in from fully 3,600 land stations and 
more than half that number of ocean 
vessels. Close observation Iir/n proven 
to our weather sharps that fully four- 
fifths ol our storms follow beaten 
paths so that when a disturbance is 
reported moving in a certain direc- 


tion the weather vizards will pray* 
true prophets eight times out of ten 
if they transmit positive and emphatic 
warnings to the vessels In the track 
of the storm. 


As a matter of fact' the U. 8. 


Weather Bureau has attained 
Its 


maximum 
efficiency 
in 
forecaatlnc 


storms and there has been scarcely a 
single storm or hurricane In recent 
years which was not forecasted to tho 
maritime interests from half a day to 
a day in advance of Its arrival. 
The 


trouble with the system, until tha In- 
auguration of the present extension of 
the plan, has not been with the fore- 
casts but with the communicating; of 
these warnings to the persons most 
affected. 
The forecasts have been all 


very well for the ships, in harbors or so 
close in shore than the men aboard 
could discern flag signals and on oc- 
casion hundreds of ships have re- 
mained in port because of warnings 
of an impending hurricane. But this 
service has been of little value to the 
ships out of sight of land in the open 
sea. 


Now, thanks to the daily warnings 


by wirelesu, all this.is changed. The 
vessel master out on the broad At- 
lantic receives his warnings of sud- 
den and destructive changes of tem- 
perature, winds of high velocity or 
other of nature's tanirun-^ Just as 
promptly as If his cratt were tied up 
(it a dock. He may g«t such a peep 
Into the future as rang as 44 or even 
36 hours in advance of the rising of 
wind and wave.

course, that If he is anywhere along 
the coast he can seek a .harbor of 
safety and if he is too far at »<•» to 
thus run for shelter the warning 
should be none the less welcome, for 
it enables the forehanded vesselman- 
to get everything aboard In the best 
possible shape to weather the storm.

Plans and Maps Have Beeri Drawn.— 


Line City Is Waiting for Janes- 


ville to Start Move- 


ment. 


Beloit is going to redistrict the city 
into a larger number of waf3s event- 
ually, but they ask that Janesville 
take some action in the matter also. 
Janesville interests are as much at 
stake as Beloit's, is the opinion of 
several aldermen from the Line City. 
Such is the proposition as set forth 
in a Beloit newspaper. 


Under the old form of government 


in. thfs city the question was brought 
up relative to dividing Janesville. into 
p'e'rhaps fifteen or more wards, with 
an alderman at the head of each sec- 
tion. Owing to. the old form of taxa- 
tion,,; it was found, that such a change; 
would be impossible becan.se it would 
make the various ward tax totals'very: 
unequal. Since the commission form 
of government' and''the hew- budget 
system for taxation have .been adopt- 
ed, the question has been -brought up 
again. . The idea is that each. addi- 
tional ward as divided would have a 
separate supervisor, thus having more 
representatives on the county board 
c£ supervisors. Following are Beloit's 
plans 'regarding the new change: 
Plans have been drawn and maps 
are now reposing in the office of sev- 
eral Beloit aldermen for the re-dis- 
tricting of Beloit wards into smaller 
and more compact units, with a view 
of giving Beloit a larger representa- 
tion on the county board of super- 
visors.
